REF: VAKY-SONANDRES TELCON OF APRIL 18 

1 . WE NEED TO POCUS NOW ON WHAT WE WANT PROM VISIT. AS 
FIRST STEP, WE FORWARD BELOW SOME PRELIMINARY THINKING, 

ASK THAT YOU RESPOND WITH REACTION AND/OR MORE SPECIFIC 
SUGGESTIONS, AND WE IN TURN WILL PROVIDE YOU WITH INTER- 
AGENCY AND WHITE HOUSE GUIDANCE POR INITIAL DISCUSSION 
WITH GOV IN TIME POR (REP TELCON) EARLY MAY RETURN OP 
PEREZ PROM MIDDLE EAST. 

2. FIRST, ALLOW SOME GENERAL COMMENT. TRIP OPPERS 
EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITIES. TO MOVE ON THEMES OP THE APRIL 14 
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SPEECH, TO ESTABLISH PERSONAL RAPPORT BETWEEN LEADERS OP 
TWO KEY HEMISPHERE DEMOCRACIES, TO MEET PEREZ OBJECTIVES 
TO EXTENT POSSIBLE, TO PROVIDE PRESIDENT WITH INITIATIVES 
AND NEW IDEAS HE DESIRES IN INTER-AGENCY PROCESS OVERSEEN 
BY STATE, AND TO MOVE ON VENEZUELAN THEMES DURING TWO DAY 
PERIOD WHEN TOP USG OFPICIALS 

WILL FOCUS ON VENEZUELA. WE WANT CONCRETE RESULTS. WE 
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WILL DRAW ON EMBASSY REPORTING, PARTICULARLY PARM AND 
EARLY 1977 OVERVIEWS FOR PAPERS. 

3. PERHAPS WE CAN LIMIT OUR HEADINGS TO FOUR: ENERGY, 
NORTH-SOUTH, REGIONAL, AND BILATERAL, WITH OTHER "GLOBAL” 
THEMES BLENDED IN. ENERGY WOULD COVER OPEC PRICES THOUGH 
WE SHALL WRESTLE ON THE HOW. RAISING GOVERNMENT-TO- 
GOVERNMENT COOPERATION ON THE ORINOCO OIL BELT COULD BE 
DYNAMITE BUT WE WOULD APPRECIATE EXPANSION OF YOUR 
THOUGHTS ON GOVERNMENT-TO-GOVERNMENT OIL ARRANGEMENTS. 
AN EXCHANGE OF ENERGY VIEWS WOULD BE USEFUL, 

PARTICULARLY ON CAP'S MID-EAST TRIP, UPCOMING OPEC 
MINISTERIAL, AND OUR ENERGY POLICIES. 

4. NORTH-SOUTH WE SHALL HANDLE LARGELY AT THIS END. 

TWO IDEAS WOULD BE CREATION OF A MORE REGULAR SYSTEM OF 
BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS AND BETTER DEPARTMENT BACKSTOPPING 
FOR PERIODIC EMBASSY DISCUSSIONS WITH GOV ON UNGA, CIEC, 
UNCTAD, AND LOS. 

5. REGIONAL. VISIT PROVIDES GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY TO WORK 
OUT JOINT APPROACHES TO REGIONAL POLICIES. (1) WE 

SHOULD WORK OUT WAYS TO PROGRESS ON HUMAN RIGHTS THROUGH 
INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION, DIRECT COLLABORA- 
TION ON REFUGEES, AND JOINT APPROACHES TO SOUTHERN CONE 
STATES. (2) WE COULD DISCUSS REGIONAL DISPUTES SUCH AS 
PERU-CHILE-ECUADOR TENSIONS, BOLIVIAN SEA OUTLET, AND 
BELIZE. (3) WE WILL ALSO WANT TO DISCUSS PROLIFERATION 
AND ARMS TRANSFER ISSUES, SEEKING GOV VIEWS. (4) WE MAY 
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HAVE SOME IDEAS BY THEN ON INCREASED ATTENTION TO REGIONAL 
CULTURAL PROGRESS AND TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER. (5) THERE ARE 
OTHER TOPICS TOO SUCH AS THE CANAL AND NEW INITIATIVES 
REGARDING THE U.S. PRIVATE SECTOR. THIS COMPLEX OF 
ISSUES SHOULD PROBABLY BE SUBJECT OF ON-GOING BILATERAL 
CONSULTATIONS. 

6. BILATERALLY, WE WILL PROBABLY END UP DISCUSSING 
BUSINESS DISPUTES BEGINNING WITH SETTLEMENT OF OIL 
COMPENSATION AGREEMENTS AND OWENS-ILLINOIS, THOUGH CAP 
WILL HOPEFULLY USE VISIT, PERHAPS WITH SOME DELICATE 
NUDGING FROM US, TO TIDY THESE UP PRIOR TO PREPARATION 

OF OUR TRIP BRIEFING PAPERS. THE ANTI-OPEC CLAUSE OF TRADE 
ACT IS ANOTHER PRIME TOPIC, ONE ON WHICH WE SHALL SEEK 
ADMINISTRATION POLICY POSITION FOR PURPOSE OF VISIT. 
COOPERATION ON BOEING INVESTIGATION, 

PING, AND PROMOTION OF U.S. BUSINESS ARE OTHER POSSIBILI- 
TIES. RE LATTER, WE AWARE TIME PEREZ HAS OUTSIDE D.C. 
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IS LIMITED AND PERHAPS ALREADY LARGELY COMMITTED SO THIS 
ASPECT MAY BE CONFINED TO SOCIAL EVENTS AT WHITE HOUSE 
AND, SAY, INTERNATIONAL BUSINESS COUNCIL IN N.Y., AND 

MEETINGS WITH USG OFFICIALS HERE. 

7. INSOFAR AS PAST INITIATIVES ARE CONCERNED, MANY ARE 
APPARENTLY DORMANT OR DEAD AS NARCOTICS AGREEMENT, MORTON 
OFFER, IMPLEMENTATION EDUCATION AGREEMENT (WHICH WE 
UNDERSTAND AWAITS A MINISTERIAL REORGANIZATION), AND 
ESTABLISHMENT IN VENEZUELA OF LATIN AMERICAN FOOD RESEARCH 
AND TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER CENTERS. ONE, A NEW S&T AGREEMENT, 
MIGHT BE READY FOR SIGNING.
